MAIL POUCHES CUT OPEN 


Robbers Quickly Dropped From Sight 


Without 
Leaving 
a 
Clue—Belief 


That They Fled In Automobile—Big 


Squad' of Police Starts on Hunt 


Within Half an Hour—Large Reward 


Awaits Captors of Daring Crooks 


Omaha, May 24.—Although the po- 


lice and the sheriff have had large 
forces of men searching the country 
around the scene of a hold-up of a 
Union Pacific passenger train three 
miles west of Omaha, little progress 
has been made toward tracing the es- 
caped robbers. 


The ,empty mail pouches taken from 


the train were found some distance 
from the place where the robbery1 oc- 
curred. 
They had been cut open and 


their contents had been removed, the 
outlaws overlooking only one pack- 
age. 


That the robbers had-laid their plane 


well is apparent. They dropped from 
sight so quickly that not a single per- 
son has been able to give a clue to 
the direction in which they went. All 
four of the men wore long raincoats 
and 
their features 
were 
entirely 


masked, giving no chance to members 
of the train crew to identify them. 


What means of escape the robbers 


selected is indefinite, but officers be- 
lieve that they had either an automo- 
bile or a fast horse. 
The fact that 


only two of the rifled pouches have 
been found indicates that they were 
In no hurry to divide their loot, and 
Captain Savage of the Omaha detect- 
ive department believes his men will 
be able to find some trace of the out- 
laws before they can get far away. 


The robbery took place within a 


mile of the city, limits. 
Two of the 


robbers climbed onto the engine with 
drawn revolvers and forced the en- 
gineer to stop the train. The engine 
crew was ordered out of the cab and 
two of the robbers stood guard while 
the other two escorted the engineer 
and. fireman to the rear. The quar- 
tet was" apparently well acquainted 
with the ground, As they forced the 
train to stop in a deep cut. 


There were eight clerks in the mail 


car and they were forced to open the 
door. 
The chief clerk was singled 


out and asked to point out the regis- 
tered mail. This he did and the rob- 
bers gathered up seven pouchea and 


• the leader then remarked: "This is all 
we can get into our automobile." 


They left the scene quickly, walk- 


Ing ""down the 
track 300 feet 
and 


clambering out of the cut. 


Continuous shooting- was kept up 


during the robbery,^ evidently to in- 
timidate passengers and crew. 
A 


flagman who went to the rear nar- 
rowly escaped being shot. 
Several 


passengers who had not retired start-' 
ed to get out of the vestibules, but 
the robbers ordered them back 'into 
the cars. 
. The train was stopped only fifteen 
minutes and made a quick run to the 
Union station, where the police were 
quickly notified. "Within half an hour 
a big squad,, of police started for the 
scene of the hold-up. 
Sheriff RraUey 


and a force of deputies also started 
out within a short time. 


The registered pouches were a!) 


destined to eastern points, the greater 
part of them being for Chicago and 
New York. 
The robber who entered 


the car"asked for the "bank mail," 
but whether there was any great 
amount of money* in the pouches is 
not known. Union Pacific officials at 
once offeree! a reward of ?5000 each 
for the capture of the robbers.

MANY MEN BURNED 


IN GASJXPLOSION 


Enveloped In Sheet ot Flame

Twelve firemen and four railroad em- 
ployes were badly burned, and others 
slightly injured by a gas explosion in 
the Boston and Maine freight yards 
at East Cambridge. 


The blaze at first was a small one 


in a little structure into which van 
the pipes from four or five of the big 
gas tanks where the railroad com- 
pany manufactures its gas for the 
cars.

was thought the fire was extinguished 
and tho men were about to wiihdraw 
when there was a terrific explosion 
which wrecked the structure and a 
huge sheet of flame enveloped the by- 
standers.

Chief Bunker and all of the men were 
badly burned.

of the gas pipes and the firemen had 
to stand at a distance on account of 
the danger of the explosion of the big 
tanks. The monetary loss'-was com- 
paratively small and the cause of the 
fire is not known.

can tell you that Hartridge's pretense 
of having suppressed

A person like Hartridgc 


could not close one eyelash of the 
thousand-eyed press. 
All Hartridge' 


does is to repeat vaguely some fabri- 
cation, then pretend ho spent money 
to keep this from the knowledge of the 
district attorney or the newspapers."

by Hartridge in opposition to the mo- 
tion made on behalf of Thaw's mother 
to compel the lawyer to submit a bill 
of particulars in his suit to recover 
legal and other expenses at the trials 
amounting to 570,7:16.

Dehorning of 


Cattle

The dehorning o[ cattle can be very satisfactorily performed with- 


out other apparatus or instruments than a good'strong clothesline and 
a sharp meat saw, or a miter saw with a rigid back. The heavy line 
is passed around the upper part of the neck and tied in a knot that 
will not slip, Otherwise it will choke the animal. The free end of the 
-.rope is carried between the horns, through the stanchion to the front, 
up"oyer the horizontal stanchion rail, then down underneath the neck 
and up and over the top of the stanchion rail to an assistant, who 
should hold it firmly. The stanchion is then opened, allowing the 
animal to withdraw its 'head, and the rope, held tightly, is passed 
once around the muzzle, up over the stanchion rail and through to the 
front again to the hands of the assistant. This effectually restrains 
the animal and the dehorning operation can be commenced. If the 
stanchion rail is too wide to permit of properly securing the lower 
part as well as the upper, part of the animal's head, the turn of the 
rope around the muzzle may be omitted and the last lap of the rope 
carried around the stanchion rail to the front and to the hands of 
the assistant. 
Care should be taken that the rope. pass each time 


over the neck of the animal between the horns in such a way as not 
to interfere with the work of the saw. 


The rope must be held by an assistant instead.of.being tied so 


that should the animal throw itself off its feet during-the operation 
it can be promptly slackened. This, .however, is rare'necessary, for 
as soon as the head is secured, the operator should be ready, standing 
at the right shoulder of the animal, to saw off first the. right and then 


the left horn.

The horn should be severed from a quarter to a half inch below 


where the skin joins the base of the horn, cutting from the back to- 
ward the front. 
If the cut is made too high, an irregular, gnarly 


growth of horn is very apt to follow.

The •worry, pain .and cruelty often inflicted by cattle upon their 


mates before being deprived of their horns is much more to be con- 
sidered than the pain of the dehorning operation.
